The Monarda fiſtulgſa, a bardy herbaceous plant, growing 
{pontaneouſly in Canada, and other parts of North-America, 
has long been cultivated in the Engliſh gardens, to which it 
recommends itſelf as much by the fragrance of its foliage, 
as the beauty of its flowers; of this ſpecies the plant here 
ligured is an uncommonly beautiful variet „its bloſſoms far 
ſurpaſſing thoſe of the original in fize, as well as brilliancy of 
colour, the floral leaves allo are highly coloured ; we have 
repreſented a fingle bloſſom of the common Monaraa fiftuloſa, 


that the difference of the two may be rendered obvious, 


This variety has been very lately introduced from Holland, 
by Meflrs. Gx:ixwoop and Co. Kenſington; it flowers from 
June to September, and is propagated by parting its roots 
in ſpring or autumn.

This ſpecies of St. John's-Wort, particularly diſtinguiſhed 
by the largeneſs of its flowers, has very generally been con- 
ſidered as the A/cyrmn of Lix Nx Aus, owing to his. giving to 
that plant the ſynonyms which properly belong to the preſent 
one: in his Mantiſſa, this ſpecies is called calycinum, which 
name is adopted in the 14th edition of the Sema Vegetabilium, 
and alſo in the Hortus Kewwenſis, where the proper ſynonyms 
are applied to it, and from which we learn, that it is a native 
of the country near Conſtantinople, and was introduced into 
this country by Sir G CORE WHELER, Bart. in 1676. 


It is a hardy perennial, increaſing much by its roots, which 
are of the creeping kind, and by parting of which in the 
autumn it is moſt readily propagated; like the periwinkle, it 
1s a plant well adapted to cover a bank, or bare ſpots under 
trees, where other plants will not thrive,

The Dais cotinifolia is an ornamental Green-houſe Shrub, of 
the deciduous kind, and though it appears from the Hortus 
Kewwenſis to have been introduced by Mr. Jamzs Gorpon, of 
Mile-End, in 1776, is yet a great rarity with us, and only to- 
be found in ſome of the firſt collections. 


Its ſcarcity, and conſequent very high price, is attributed 
to the Nurſery-men's not having yet diſcovered the means of 
propagating it freely. | 

Meſſrs. Gx1mwoop and Co. of Kenfington, have en, 
very fine plants of it, which flower every year in the months 
of June and July, but as yet have produced no perfect ſeeds, 
which they may be expetted to do when grown older; ſuch 
having been known to ripen them in Holland. 


It is a native of the Cape, and appears to have been long 
poſſeſſed by the Dutch, as its Generic Charatter taken from 
D. V. Royen, is printed in the Genera Plantarum of Ltx- 
NAUS in 1764. 

There are only two known ſpecies, and they vary in the 
number of their Stamina, and diviſions of the Corolla.

Though long ſince deſcribed, we have been in poſſeſſion of 
this ſpecies of Crane's-Bill but a few years; it is one of the 
many new ones introduced by Mr. Masson from the Cape, 
and at the ſame time one of the moſt defirable, as its bloſſoms 
which are ornamental, are freely produced during moſt of the 
ſummer, and the plant itſelf is readily propagated by cuttings. 


The flowers vary conſiderably, both in ſize, and colour; its 
foliage is different from that of moſt others, and, as its name 
Imports, like that of the Birch-Tree.

The Zinnia multiflora, a native of Louiſania, is a plant of 
more modern introduction, bat requires the ſame treatment, 
and flowers at the ſame time, as the Tagetes patula, with 
which, though far inferior in brilliancy of colour, it contri- 
butes to decorate the borders of the flower- garden from [une 
to September. 


There is a variety of it with yellow flowers, nearly as com- 
mon in our gardens as the preſent plant. 


LivxN#&Us gave to this genus the name of Z1xx14, in ho- 
nour of jon. GoTTFR. Z1NN, the pupil of HALLER, and his 
ſucceſſor at the Univerſity of Gottingen. 


The plant we have figured, anſwers to the name and to the 
ſpecific deſcription of Linnzus's mwultiflora; having never 
ſeen his pauciſlora, we cannot ſay whether there be any juſt 
cauſe for ſuſpecting them to be varieties of each other.

For richneſs and variety of tints few flowers can vie with 
this ſpecies of Tagetes, which forms one of the chief orna- 
ments of our gardens at the cloſe of ſummer. 

Some authors make it a native of Africa, others of America. 

Two principal varieties are uſually kept in the gardens, the 
common ſmall ſort with a ſtrong diſagreeable ſmell, and a larger 
one here figured, uſually called ſweet- ſcented, the former is 
of more humble growth, its branches more ſpreading, its 
bloſſoms ſmaller than thoſe of the latter, the flowers of which 
have uſually a greater portion of the yellow tint, and the ſmell 
of the other ſo modified as to be far leſs diſagreeable; ſweet- 
ſcented we fear it can ſcarcely be called: from the ſeed of 
both ſorts ſome flowers will be produced extremely double, 
and others ſingle. | 

M1LLzs recommends the ſeed to be frequently changed, 
to prevent them from deggnerating. 

It is one of our tender annuals which require to be raiſed 
on a gentle hot-bed, it we are deſirous of having them 
carly ; if that be not an object, they may be ſown under a 
common hand-glals on a warm border the beginning of May, 
and, when large enough, planted out in the flower-beds, 
where they are to remain. 

Dopox us oblerves, that the leaves, if held up to the 
light, appear as if perforated; and he adduces ſome inſtances, 
which prove the plant to be of a poiſonous nature.

Plants which draw their ſupport from other living ones, of 
which there are numerous inſtances, are by Botaniſts termed 
paraſitical, and of this kind are moſt of the preſent family; de- 
riving their generic name, which is of Greek extraction, from 
growing on trees, into the bark of which they fix their roots; 
ſome of them are alſo found to grow on dead wood, as the 
preſent plant, which is deſcribed by Sir Hans StrOoANE, in his 
hiſtory of Jamaica, V. 1. H. 250. 7. 121. J. 2. as not only grow- 
ing plentifully on trees, but alſo on the paliſadoes of St. Jago 
de la Vega. 

Inſtances of theſe plants flowering in England are very rare; 
Commodore GarpNER, in the year 1789, preſented to the 
Apothecaries company ſome roots of this plant, taken up in, 
the woods of Jamaica with great care, and which being ſuc- 
ceſsfully treated by Mr. Fartxszarnn in their garden at Chellea, 
one of them threw up a flowering ſtem laſt February, from 
whence our drawing was made. 

Mr. FAIR BAIxx planted the roots in pots of earth, compoſed 
of rotten wood and decayed leaves, plunging them into the 
tan-bed of a pit of conſiderable ſize. 

In its fruttification, the Epidendrum obviouſly agrees with 
the Orchis tribe, but differs cf{entially in the economy of its 
roots; in the Orchis the roots ſpring from the crown of the 
bulb, which is formed in the earth; in the Epidendrum the 
bulb, or the part which appears to be analogous to a bulb, though 
of a green colour, is produced above ground, while the roots 
or fibres proceed from below it.

The excellent and learned Crus ius, in the ſecond appendix 
to his hiſtory of rare plants, gives a very good figure of this 
plant, both in flower and feed, accompanied with its hiſtory ; 
our PARK1Ns0N allo repreſents it in his Parad. terr. and gives 
ſuch a minute deſcription of it, as convinces us he muſt have 
cultivated it at the time he wrote: Mr. MiLLtEtR appears not 
to have been well acquainted with it, or he would not have 
deſcribeq its root to be like that of the Snowdrop; had he 
ſaid Colchicum, he would not have miſled: ReTzrvus allo in 
his Bot, Obſ. gives a figure of it with the flower difſetted. 

The Bulbocodium, of which there is only one ſpecies, is a 
mountainous plant, a native of Spain, and flowers in the open 
ground at the ſame time as the Crocus, for a purple varicty of 
which it might caſily be miſtaken at firſt ſight; but it differs 
from the Crocus in having fix ſtamina, and from the Colchicum, 
to which it is very nearly allied, in having one ſtyle inſtead of 
three. 8 

[t is at preſent a rare plant in our gardens, which we attri- 
hute to its bulbs not admitting of much increaſe, as well as 
to its being liable to be killed by froſt, and hence re- 
qniring more care than it may be thought entitled to from 
s appearance.

The Saponaria Ocymoides has been figured in the appendix 
to the fifth volume of the Hora Auſtriaca in its wild ſtate, as in 
ſimilar works every plant is expected to be; our figure repre- 
{ents a branch of it only, taken (as all ours in this work pro- 
feſſedly are) from a. garden ſpecimen which grew on a wall 
of a particular conſtruction in our garden at Brompton, and 
of which it was the principal ornament through the months 
of May, June, and July, during moſt of- which time it was 
covered with a profuſion of bloom“. 
Though it produces bloſſoms in abundance, it affords but 
little ſeed, but may be increaſed by ſlips or cuttings. 
It 1s a hardy perennial, a native of France, Italy, Swit- 
zerland, and Carinthia, loves a pure air and a dry fituationft, 
grows beſt among rocks, ſtones, or out of a wall, and certainly 
1s one of the beſt plants imaginable for ornamenting of rock- 
work. 
I received ſeeds of it, and many other rare plants, from 
my very kind friend Mr. Davar, of Orbe, in Switzerland.

The Oxalis verſicolor 18 conſidered as one of the moſt beau- 
tiful of the many ſpecies cultivated in gardens; and, though 
well known to, and deſcribed by ſeveral of the older Botaniſts, 
has graced our collections but a few years, being introduced 
to the Royal Garden at Kew, from the Cape (where, as well 
as in Ethiopia, it grows ſpontaneouſly) by Mr. Massox, in 
the Year 1774- 

Many of this genus flower early in the ſpring, the ſeaſon 
in which this ſpecies alſo puts forth its bloſſoms, but by dex- 
terous management it may be made to flower during moſt of 
the year; and this is effected by placing the pea- like tubera or 
knobs which the root ſends forth, and by which the plant is 
propagated, in pots filled with loam and bog-carth at ſtated 
diſtant periods. 

Like moſt of the Cape plants, it is well adapted to the 
greenhouſe, and ſucceeds beſt when placed on a front 
ſhelf of the houſe, where 1t can have plenty of light and air; 
ſome keep it in the ſtove, but there the plant is drawn up, and 
the flowers loſe a part of their brilliancy: in no fituation do 
they ever expand but when the ſun ſhines on them; this is the 
leſs to be regretted, as they are moſt beautiful when cloſed.

It grows to a great height, and is therefore rather adapted 
to the ſhrubbery than the flower-garden. 


Crayron remarks, that the petals, though of a yellow 
olour, are uſed by the inhabitants to dye cloth red.

The Hyacinthus botryoides, a fative of Italy, and cultivated 
in the time of Gerard and ParkinsoN; is now become 
ſcarce with us, being only to be accidentally met with in long- 
eſtabliſhed gardens; we firſt ſaw it in the garden of our very 
worthy and much valued friend, Mr. Joun CnokLzy, of 
Tottenham, to whoſe lady my collection ſtands indebted for 
ſeveral rare and valuable plants. 

This ſpecies increaſes ſufficiently faſt by offsets, but in the 
open border does not very readily produce flowering ſtems : 
as both it and the racems/us are apt to become troubleſome in 
a garden from their great increaſe, we would recommend 
their bulbs to be placed in moderately ſized pots filled with 
light earth, and plunged in the borders where they are deſigned 
to flower; in the autumn they ſhould be regularly taken out, 
the offsets thrown away, and about half a dozen of the largeſt 
bulbs left, all of which will moſt probably flower at the uſual 
time, the end of March or beginning of April. 

PanRINSOx, who moſt admirably deſcribes this and the 
racemoſus, enumerates three varieties, viz. the white, the Sluſb- 
coloured, and the branched ; the firit is frequently imported 
with other bulbs from Holland, the fecond and third we have 
not ſeen; the latter, if we may judge from Pa RRINSOx's fig. 
in his Parad. is a moſt curious plant, and was obtained, as 
Cuustus reports, from ſeeds of the white variety; whethet 
it now exiſts is deſerving of inquiry. 

The botryordes differs from the racemo/us, in having its leaves 
upright, its bunch of flowers ſmaller, the flowers themſelves 
larger, rounder, of a paler and brighter blue,

Ruurutvs in his Herbarium Amboinenſe gives an excellent 
account of this beautiful native of the Eaſt-Indies, accom- 
panied by a repreſentation of it with double flowers, in which 
{tate it is more particularly cultivated in all the gardens in 
India, as well as China; he informs us that it grows to the 
full ſize of our hazel, and that it varies with white flowers. 

The inhabitants of India, he obſerves, are extremely par- 
tial to whatever is red, they conſider it as a colour which tends 
to exhilarate; and hence they not only cultivate this plant 
univerſally in their gardens, but uſe its flowers on all occafions 
of ſeſtivity, and even in their ſepulchral rites: he mentions 
alſo an economical purpole to which the flowers are applied, 
little conſiſtent with their elegance and beauty, that of blacking 
ſhoes, whence their name of Ro/e calceolarie ; the ſhoes, after 
the cotour is imparted tothem, are rubbed with the hand, to 
give them a gloſs; and which thereby receives a blueiſh tinge, 
to diſcharge which they have recourle to lemon juice. 

With us it is kept in the ſtove, where it thrives and flowers 
readily during molt of the ſummer ; the ſingle blofloms laſt 
but a ſhort time, yet their ſuperiority ariſing from the curious 
and beautiful ſtructure of the interior parts of the flower, com- 
penſates for the ſhortnefs of their duration.

As this plant has very generally obtained in gardens and 
nurſeries the name of yellow Alyſſum, we have retained it; 
for though it 1s not the only one of the genus which produces 
yellow flowers, it may ſtill be called yellow by way of emi- 
nence, ſuch is the extreme brilliancy and profuſion of its 
bloſſoms. 

It is a native of Crete, and was firſt cultivated in this 
country by Mr. MiLLzR, in 1731*, at Chelſea garden. 

It begins to flower about the latter end of April, and con- 
tinues to bloſſom through great part of May; and it is not 
uncommon for it to flower again in autumn. 

If it has a pure air and a dry ſituation, it will grow in almoſt 
any ſoil. 

The uſual mode of propagating it 1s by ſlips, or cuttings. 

As it is a ſmall, ſhewy, hardy plant, and not diſpoſed to 
over-run others, it is very ſuitable to embelliſh rock-work.

Mirrrx informs us in his Dictionary, that the Pulmonaria 
Virginica grows naturally upon mountains in moſt parts of 
North- America, that the ſeeds were ſent many years ſince by 
Mr. Bax1sTER, from Virginia; and ſome of the plants were 
raiſed in the garden of the Biſhop of London, at Fulham, 
where for ſeveral years it was growing. 

Though a native of Virginia, it ranks with the hardy her- 
baceous plants of our gardens, and flowers in the open border 
about the middle of April; the bloſſoms before their expan- 
ſion are of a reddiſh purple colour, when fully blown they 
become of a light bright blue, the foli age 1s glaucous, or 
bluetſh green; it is ſaid to vary with white and ſleſh- coloured 
flowers. 

In favourable ſeaſons, the Flower-Garden.owes much of its 
zaiety to this elegant plant, and at a time when ornament 1s 
molt deſirable. 

It requires a pure air, and a ſituation moderately ſheltered, 
as the cold eaſterly winds which too readily prevail in April, 
when it is in flower, are apt to deface it. 

It is uſually propagated by parting its roots in autumn, and 
is a free grower.

Though the Sanguinaria cannot be conſidered as a handſome 
ſhewy plant, yet we ſcarcely know its equal in point of deli- 
cacy and ſingularity; there is ſomething in it to admire, from 
the time that its leaves emerge from the ground, and emboſom 
the infant bloſſom, to their full expanſion, and the ripening 
of its ſeed veſlels. 

The woods of Canada, as well as of other parts of North- 
America, produce this plant in abundance; with us it flowers 
in the beginning of April: its bloſſoms are fugacious, and 
fully expand only in fine warm weather. It is a hardy 
perennial, and 1s uſually propagated by parting its roots in 
autumn; a ſituation moderately ſhady, and a foil having a 
mixture of bog-carth or rotten leaves in it ſuits it beſt. 

Its knobby roots, when broken aſunder, pour forth a juice 
of a bright red or orange colour, whence its name of Sangui- 
naria ; with this liquid the Indians are ſaid to paint themſelves. 

DiLLENItus has figured it in his admirable work, the Hortus 
Elthamenſis, where three varieties of it are repreſented, viz. 
a large one, a ſmall one, and one in which the petals are mul- 
tiplied, but which can ſcarcely be called double. 

It appears from Mor1soNn “, that the Sanguinaria was cul- 
tivated in this country in 1680, the date of his work.

Mr. A1Tox has given to this ſpecies the name of early- 
flowering, it coming much ſooner into bloſſom than any of 
the others, beginning to flower in May with the yellow 
Alyſſum; its bloſſoms, however, are not of ſo long duration, 
nor ſo ornamental as ſome others of the ſame family. 


It ſeldom exceeds a foot in height, and, on this account, 
may be regarded as a ſuitable rock-plant.

Linn&us has deſcribed this plant minutely in his Mantiſa 
Plant. ſo that no doubt remains of its being his mari/imus. 

With us, it has been cuſtomary for Gardeners and Nur- 
ſerymen to diſtinguiſh this ſpecies by the name of Virginia 
Stock, a name highly improper, as it is found to be a native 
of the Mediterranean coaſt. 

The bloſſoms which this plant firſt puts forth are of a lively 
red, in a few days they become of a blueiſh purple colour; ta 
this variety of hues the plant owes its chief beauty. 

Being of humble growth, and producing a profuſion of 
bloom, which is of long duration, it is frequently uſed as an 
edging to borders, and ſometimes ſown in little patches with 
other annuals; in whatever way uſed, it contributes greatly 
to enliven the borders of the flower-garden. 

It is one of thoſe annuals whoſe ſeeds ſhould be ſown in 
the autumn, as it thereby comes much forwarder into bloom, 
and its bloſſoms are more lively than thoſe ariling from ſeeds 
lown in the ſpring; by varying the time of ſowing, it may be 
had to flower in ſpring, ſummer, and autumn. ; 

Small pots of it in bloom have a pretty appearance, and 
may be uſed to decorate the windows of thoſe who reſide 


in cities or great towns, where the pleaſures of the garden 
are not to be enjoyed.

The magnificent and highly curious ſpecies of Sophora 
here repreſented, is one of the many plants diſcovered by 
Sir Josterx Banks at New-Zealand, where it forms a tree of 
a conhderable ſize. 

A finer fight can ſcarcely be imagined than a tree of this 
ſort, extending to a great breadth on a wall with a weſtern 
aſpet, in the Apothecaries Garden at Chelſea, where it was 
planted by Mr. FoxsyTa about the year 1774, and which at 
this moment (April 28, 1791) is thickly covered with large 
pendulous branches of yellow, I had almoſt faid golden flow- 
ers; for they have a peculiar richneſs, which it is impoſſible 
to repreſent in colouring ; in the winter care is taken to cover 
it carefully with mats, leaſt it ſhould ſuffer from any extraor- 
dinarily ſevere weather. 

It uſually produces a few ſeed veſſels of an uncommon form, 
having four wings, whence its name of 7etrapiera ; from ſome 
of the ſeeds which have ripened in this country plants have 
been raiſed, and by theſe the plant 1s found to be propagated 
with the moſt ſucceſs; it may allo be increaſed by cuttings 
and layers.

It is a ſmall delicate Iris, about a foot and a half high, with 
very narrow leaves, bearing on the top of the ſtalk one or at 
moſt two flowers, three of the petals are large and white, 
with a brilliant blue ſpot at the baſe of each, edged on the 
outer fide with deep purple; the delicacy of the flower, and 
the eye-like ſpot at the baſe of three of the petals, render 
it one of the moſt ſtriking plants of the genus.

It will appear ſtrange, we preſume, to moſt of our readers, 
when they are informed, that the Rara coccinca, a plant at 
preſent in few hands, and which a ſhort time ſince was 
ſold in ſome of our nurſeries for five guineas, ſhould have 
been known in this country a hundred years ago; and yet 
Mr. Aitox, who has ſo laudably exerted himſelf, in aſcer- 
taining the preciſe period, when moſt of the exotics culti- 
vated in the royal garden at Kew firſt made their appearance 
in Great-Britain, informs us on very reſpettable authority, 
that this plant was introduced by Mr. BENTICk in 1690. 

There is every reaſon to ſuppoſe, that this ſplendid exotic 
did not long ſurvive its introduttion; on inquiry, we learn 
that it was reintroduced about fifteen years ago, by the late 
Dr. [ond FoTutrGILL, a name, to medicine and botan 
ever dear, in whole rich and magnificent collettion at Upton 
It was firſt known to flower; about the ſame time, the late 
Mr. ThoBurn, Nurſeryman at Brompton, raiſed a few 
Ixoras from foreign ſeeds, and from theſe (an accident having 
happened to the plant which was Dr. FotxereiLLs) are 
'aid to have ariſen the plants at preſent in this * :

Both Rnzevz and: Rontutus deſcribe and figure this 
plant in their reſpective works, the Hortus Ma/ataricus and 
Herbarium Ambornenſe ; it is mentioned allo by ſeveral other 
authors: from their various accounts we diſcover, that in 
different parts of India, where ii grows wild, it forms a 
flender ſhrub, or tree, about fix feet high, riſing generally 
with a ſingle ſtem ; that its cluſters of flowers, ſeen from afar, 
are ſo brilliant as to reſemble a burning coal, eſpecially in a 
dark wood, whence its name of Hamma Sylvarum ; that it

The Chineſe 
call it Santanboa ; with them it produces flowers and fruit 
the year through, and they hold the bloſſoms in ſuch venera- 


Ixor 4, whence LIN N Us has taken the name applied by 
him to this genus. The root is ſaid to poſſeſs ſome acrimony, 
and to be made uſe of by the natives in curing the tooth- 
ach. 

It is cuſtomary in this country, to treat the [xora as a 
ſtove plant; perhaps it may be leſs tender than we are aware 
of; it flowers in July and Auguſt, but has not been known 
to produce fruit; is increaſed from cuttings, without much 
difficulty. |

- The plant here figured, a native of the German Alps, is 
one of thoſe whoſe beauty cannot be ſhewn in a ſmall de- 
tached piece of it; to be admired, it muſt be ſeen in a tuft 
of ſome conſiderable ſize, which it is much diſpoled to form 
when growing among rock-work, for which, like many other 
{mall Alpine plants, it is well ſuited ; thus elevated above the 
ſurface of the ground, the various beauties of this humble 
race are more diſtinttly ſeen, and their curious ſtrutture more 
readily inſpetted.

In that elaborate and ineſtimable work, the Hortus Mala- 
baricus, we have a good figure of the plant here exhibited, 
accompanied by a minute deſcription ; the author informs 
us that it grows ſpontaneouſly in India, attaining the height 
even of five or ſix feet, and affecting a ſandy foil; the natives 
conſider it as an antidote to poiſons in general, and regard 
the bruiſed root as peculiarly efficacious in curing the bite 
of the ſerpent, called Cobra de Copella. 

We raiſed plants of it laſt year from ſeeds imparted to 
us by J. I8zzTTsSON, Eſq. of the Admiralty ; this year, during 
the months of Auguſt and September, many of them have 
lowered, and capſules are forming which have every appear- 
ance of producing perfect ſeeds; che root of this plant is yellow, 
and tuberous like that of the Iris, the leaves alſo greatly re- 
ſemble thoſe of that tribe, it grows to the height of about three 
feet, and produces a conſiderable number of flowers in ſuccel- 
ton, each of which is of ſhort duration. 

The root and radical leaves as repreſented on the plate are 
much ſmaller than in plants which have been long eſtabliſhed. 

Our plants ſtood in pots in the open ground through the 
winter of 1790-1 without injury, but it muſt be remembered, 
that the weather during that period was uncommonly mild; it 
will be ſafeſt therefore to conſider it as a tender herbaceous 
plant. 

It differs ſo much in its fructification from many others of the 
genus, that Prof. Murray has conſidered it as a Morea, with 
witch, in our humble opinion, it has ſcarcely any affinity.

Few of the plants of this genus have been thought to poſ- 
ſeſs ſufficient beauty for the flower- garden, the preſent one

Though not common in our gardens, it has long been in- 
troduced, having been cultivated and accurately deſcribed, 
though badly figured, by Paxxixnsow in his Parad. terr.

This genus, of which there is only one known ſpecies, has 
been named by the younger LIN N us, in honour of Mr. 
WILLIAM Afro, author of the Hortus Kewenſis, and Bo- 
tanic Gardener to his Majeſty. The great length of time“, 
Mr. Arrox has been engaged in the cultivation of plants, 
the immenſe numbers which have been the conſtant objetts 
of his care through every period of their growth, joined to 
his ſuperior diſcernment, give him a decided ſuperiority in 
the prima facie knowledge of living plants over moſt Botaniſts 
of the preſent day ; his abilities in the other line of his pro- 
ſeſſion, are diſplayed in the eulogies of all who have ſeen 
the royal collection at Kew, which he has the honour to 
ſuperintend. 

The Aitonia is a native of the Cape, and vas introduced 
by Mr. Masson, in the year 1774. 

It is a green-houſe ſhrub of ſlow growth, ſeldom exceed- 
ing three feet in height; producing, when of ſufficient age, 
flowers and fruit through moſt of the year; the fruit is a 
large dry angular berry, of a fine red colour. 

Our drawing was made from a very fine plant, formerly 
Dr. FoTHERGILL's, now in the collection of Meſſrs. GRIu- 
woop and Co. Kenſington.

Mr. Ap Au BupbpLE, in honour of whom the preſent genus 
has been originally named by Dr. HousToN, was an ingeni— 
ous Engliſh Botaniſt, cotemporary with, and the friend of 
PeTivVER; his name is often mentioned in the Synopſis of 
Mr. Ray and his Hortus Siccus, or dried collection of Britiſh 
plants, preſerved in the Britiſh Muſeum, till reſorted to in 
doubtful caſes. 

The preſent ſpecies not enumerated either by Linn aus or 
MitLER, is a native of Chili, and according to the Hort. Kew. 
was introduced by Meſſrs. Kenxepy and LEE, in 1774. 

It has been cuſtomary, in conſideration of its native place 
of growth, to treat it here as a green-houſe plant, for which 
ſituation it ſoon becomes unfit from its magnitude; ſome have

Profeſſor Kar (in honour of whom Lix x us, as before 
has been obſerved, named this genus of plants) in his travels 
into North- America, publiſhed 1 in Engliſh by Mr. ForsTER, 
relates that he found this ſpecies in various Provinces of that 
extenſive continent, as Penſylvania, New-]crley, and New- 
York, growing moſt commonly on the fides of hills, ſome- 
times in woods; that it flouriſhed moſt on the northern 
ſides of the ni eſpecially where they were interſected by 
rivulets; he obſerves, thatwhen all the other trees had loſt 
their ornaments, this enlivened the woods by the verdure of 
its foliage, and that about the month of May, it was covered 

with a profuſion of bloſſoms of unrivalled beauty. _ 
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The Profeſſor does not mention the preciſe height which 
he had obſerved theſe trees to attain in North- America, but 
it is evident that they acquire a conſiderable thickneſs, as the 
wood of the root as well as the body of the tree is manu- 
fatured into various utenſils by the natives, and by the 
Indians into ſpoons in particular, whence it has obtained the 
name of the Spoon Tree. 

The leaves have been found to prove poiſonous to kine, 
horſes, and ſheep, but the deer are obſerved to brouſe on 
them with impunity. 

Peter CoLLinsoN, Eſq. who was highly inſtrumental in 
enriching this country with the native plants of North- 
America, is ſaid to have introduced this elegant ſpecies 
about the year 1734- 

With us it ſucceeds beſt when planted with a northern 
aſpett, well ſheltered, in a ſoil compoſed of loam and bog 
earth, in a ſituation moderately moiſt, where the air is per- 
fectly pure. 

Being with difficulty propagated by ſuckers or layers, it is 
moſt commonly raiſed from American ſeeds.

Of the Laburnum, our nurſeries afford two principal va- 
rieties, the broad and narrow-leav'd ; the latter (which is the 
one here figured) Mr. MilLERA was induced to make a ſpecies 
of under the name of alpinum ; it certainly differs very ma- 
terially from the broad-leav'd one, yet is moſt probably only 
a ſeminal variety ; the Laburnum figured in its wild ſtate by 
Profeſſor ]Jacguin, in his Hora Auſtriaca, bas much broader 
leaves than ours, no mention is made by him of its being 
{ubjett to vary. 

Both MiIIER and HAN BURN recommend the Laburnum 
to be cultivated not only as an ornamental but as a timber 
tree, the wood having a very cloſe grain, a good colour, and 
bearing a high poliſh ;* they urge in its favour, that it is very 
hardy, a quick grower, and one that will thrive in almoſt 
any ſoil ; the latter ſays, it will become a timber tree of more 
than a yard in girt : whatever ſucceſs may attend its cultiva- 
tion for the more uſeful purpoſes, as a hardy, deciduous, 
ornamental tree, it has long been the pride of our ſhrubberies 
and plantations. 

It bloſſoms in May, and is uſually very productive of feeds, 
by which it may be propagated moſt readily. 

Hargs and rabbits being fond of its bark, do great damage 
to plantations of Laburnum, eſpecially in ſevere weather; 1 
remember ſomewhere to have read, that theſe animals will not 
touch a tree if foot has been placed about it; perhaps, a circle 
drawn round the baſe of the tree with the new coal tar, which 
has a powerful ſmell of long duration, might keep off theſe 
noxious animals. 

Marrutob us long ſince noticed the excellence of this wood, and ſpeaks 


of it as — articularly uſed for making the beſt kind of bows: are our mo- 
dern Toxopholites acquainted with this circumſtance?

It grows ſpontaneouſly in the South of Europe, and many 
parts of the Levant; Hoxnorius BELLvs, in his epiſtle to 
Crostos (vid.
